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State treasurer may have a surprise for you

The check is in the mail, or at 
least it might be if you are a Grant 
County resident who has unclaimed 
property. 

From 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. on April 
19 at the Grant County Courthouse, 
a group of volunteers will be mak¬ 
ing calls attempting to return 
$881,530 from 4,892 properties 


held by the state treasury. 

State Treasurer Todd 
Hollenbach created the Tresure 
Finders program in 2009 to help 
reunite Kentuckians with money 
and property that belongs to 
them. 

“Our goal is to return every 
dollar possible. In these tough 
economic times, many residents 
will welcome a call alerting them 
to an unclaimed financial tresures,” 


Hollenbach said. 

In order to contact residents 
about the unclaimed property, a 
group of local volunteers will 
establish a phone bank, review 
property listings and call residents 
to inform them of potential 
unclaimed property. 

For those lucky enough to have 
unclaimed property, the reward 
could be checks to the contents of 
safe-deposit boxes. It could include 


savings and checking accounts, 
stocks, uncashed dividends, pay¬ 
roll checks, insurance payments or 
refunds, overpayments and utility 
security checks. 

Hollenback has a goal of return¬ 
ing $100 million to Kentuckians 
of the $300-plus million before he 
leaves office. He is also visiting all 
120 Kentucky counties.

Mother’s love never falters 
as son, daughter battle addiction

A nn Simpson made a choice no mother wants to 
have to make. 

Already on probation, her son, Justin, was 
picked up and arrested in Cincinnati in possession of hero¬ 
in. 

Although he was set to be released the same night, Ann 
knew something had to be done, even if it meant keeping 
her son locked up. 

“I had one of my daughters call someone she knew who 
could call Hamilton County and tell them there was a war¬ 
rant out for him,” the Williamstown mom said. “They went 
and picked him up. It was one of the hardest things I’ve 
ever had to do. But, at that point, I knew he was going to 
die. Honestly, as bad as I hated that he was going to be in 
jail, I knew he was safe. I knew where he was. I knew he 
was getting fed and it was almost a relief.” 

Looking back 

Ann has five children, two of which spiraled from hero¬ 
in addiction to ultimately jail. 

Justin, now 24 years old, began with a familiar pattern 
of abuse starting with pain pills.

Funding cuts force CAC to close Fridays

The Northern Kentucky Community 
Action Commission Grant County 
Neighborhood Center will be closed on 
Friday, effective immediately. 

The center will be open from 8 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m. due to funding cuts from the 
federal government sequester. 

The sequester was a series of automatic 
cuts that took place March 1 when President 
Obama and Republican congressional 
leadership failed to come to a compromise 
on reducing the deficit. 


The NKCAC operates eight centers in 
Grant and surrounding counties. 

“We hope to minimize the dismption of 
client services with this change,” according 
to Florence Tandy, executive director of the 
NKCAC. 

The CAC assists low-income families 
and individuals through a wide range of 
programs such as heating assistance, an 
emergency food pantry, Weatherization 
services, distributes donated clothing and 
helps working families obtain state-funded 
child care. 

The Grant County CAC served 2,961 
clients in 2012. 


The CAC office closing on Friday will 
be through the spring and summer months 
when, according to Tammy Jacobson Teets, 
requests for assistance are typically lower. 

The federal budget cuts did force the 
NKCAC to lay off one staff person. 

Allison Rhoton Willi ams serves as the 
director of the Grant County center. 

The Friday closing took effect on April 

12 .

Library offers 
forgiveness 
on fines, fees 
this week only

Who doesn’t like to get a little forgiveness? 

The Grant County Public Library is hoping 
that nearly one-third of their patrons will like it so 
much, they’ll take advantage of a Fines Discount 
Week (April 14 through April 20). 

The library is offering to waive 25 percent of 
a patron’s fines if they pay the remaining balance. 
This offer doesn’t apply to lost or damaged mate¬ 
rials. 

It is the library’s policy to freeze a patron’s 
account, if the person owes more than $5 in fines 
or fees. As of March 31, there were 4,559 of 
14,375 library accounts owing more than $5. 

“Some of those may be just overdue fines, but 
I would say that most of the charges are for mate¬ 
rials that were never returned,” said Wynita 
Worley, director of adult services at the library. 

Under the Fines 
Discount Week 
offer, if a patron 
found a library book 
lying around the 
house from two 
years ago, they will 
only be charged $5 
as an overdue fee 
with the 25 percent 
discount, the fee 
drops to $3.75. 

“We really want 
to point out to our 
long lost patrons that 
those replacement 
charges disappear if 
they return the mate¬ 
rials in usable condi¬ 
tion,” Worley said. 

The library only charges an overdue fee for 
returned items that caps out at $5 for each item. 

Some library patrons may have moved from 
the area, but for those with forwarding or local 
addresses, the library mailed out 500 post cards to 
patrons with high balances. 

“We’re hoping that by getting the word out, 
these patrons will hear of the Fines Discount 
Week and will want to clear up their accounts,” 
Worley said. 

The total fines and fees balance at the library 
stands at $201,176.85 or an average of $44.13 for 
each of those 4,559 patrons. 

“That figure equals 20 percent of our total 
budget this year, which is a significant loss to a 
library our size,” Worley said. “The $201,000 in 
outstanding fees represents materials that are not 
available to the public.” 

Worley said the library is then forced to 
choose not to replace an item or spend money 
from existing funds to pay for it, which then 
means they’ll be forced to make choices in buy¬ 
ing additional materials. 

“We are simply trying to be good stewards of 
tax dollars and we try to recover those items or 
fees, but we also need to balance that against the 
community’s need for library services and we 
want these long-lost patrons to use the library,” 
she said.

Just last week in Texas, a stu¬ 
dent at Lone Star College, took 
a utility knife, like a box cutter, 
and stabbed 14 people on the col¬ 
lege’s campus. 

Police said that the suspect, 
Dylan Quick, told them he had

fantasized about 
cutting people 
since he was 8 
years old. He also 
said he wanted to 
cut off people’s 
faces and wear 
them as masks. 

Thankfully all 
of his victim’s 
survived, but all 
will have to deal 
with the horror 
they faced that 
day. 

I remember 
having similar 
thoughts after 
the school shootings in Newtown, 
Connecticut last year. 

My mind was a jumbled mess 
because these things aren’t logi¬ 
cal. They don’t have a rhyme or 
reason and I struggle when things 
don’t make sense to me. 

It’s hard enough to wrap your 
mind around things like natural 
disasters, such as the devastation 
and lives lost in the tornadoes 
of March 2012, but wanton acts 
of destruction make no sense to 
me, as well as to many others I’m 
sure. 

But, I think that is the point to 
be made in times like this. 

There have always been acts 
of violence since the days of Cain 
and Abel and as long as there are 
at least two people on the Earth, 
there’s always the potential for 
senseless acts. 

I don’t know that there are 
words to explain them, even if at 
this point we knew the who and 
why. I don’t know that we’ll ever 
understand what makes seemingly 
“normal” people go over the edge 
and commit heinous acts that are 
beyond understanding. 

It would be pretty easy fol¬ 
lowing these kind of events to be 
wary of everyone, but I haven’t 


lost faith in my fellow 
man. 

Just look at the news 
footage of the Boston 
Marathon bombings 
and you’ll see good¬ 
ness in the bystanders 
who rushed to help 
the injured. You’ll see 
police, firefighters and 
other emergency per¬ 
sonnel rushing to the 
aid of those around 
them. 

Just like the times 
of crisis, heartache 
and tragedy when our 
own police, firefight¬ 
ers, emergency personnel, church 
members and neighbors show 
their love and concern by serving 
others. I want and need to believe 
(and still do) that there are a lot 
of good, decent people in this 
world. 

It’s also acts like this that re¬ 
mind me to try and focus on the 
important things in life for we are 
not promised another day. 

Hug your spouse, children or 
parents a little tighter today. Tell 
them you are proud of them and 
that you love them. 

Be a little kinder when you’re 
in a long line at Wal-Mart and 
someone needs a price check and 
you’re in a hurry. Have a little 
more forgiveness when someone 
pulls out of Dry Ridge-Mt. Zion 
Road in front of you. 

These are just little things, but 
I believe it’s often the little things 
that we have some kind of control 
over that will help us get through 
and deal with the big things that 
we cannot make sense of.

He has asked all 
of them to do email blasts to spread 
the word. He calls me every few 
days with updates.

DOWN AND DIRTY 

Transition 


houseplanls outdoors 

T he current warm sunny weather-it’s about 
time-has made everyone just delighted 
and the intoxication of it all may lead us 
to act impulsively. I am as anxious as anyone to 
move some of my houseplants outdoors: my 
gardenia looks terrible in the dining room and the 
jasmine down stairs seems to stare into space 
dreaming of better days; those days are coming, 
just be slow about the transition from indoors to 
out. 

Nothing compares to the restorative powers of 
the great outdoors: more light, warmth, higher 
relative humidity and rain water, this is what all 
our indoor plants are longing for. We winter over 
all sorts of plants from year to year: angel wing 
begonias, ferns, palms and a growing collection of 
succulents that spend the winter in a restful state in 
the windowed basement. I’ve had pest problems 
only with the gardenia (I stand by my belief in 
neem oil as the best botanical pest control for 
treating plants in the fall before you bring them 
indoors), so at this point all I need to do is get the 
plants trimmed up, repotted if necessary, fertilized 
and acclimated for their summer holiday 
outdoors. 

First thing first, if a plant has a woody habit 
(like many aged tropicals do) trim up the oldest 
parts reserving the most vigorous parts of the 
plant. Shape up the rest making your cuts just 
above nodes where new growth is emerging. I 
have a tendency to cut away more than less, don’t 
be bashful, once the plants are outside and it gets 
hot and humid tropicals are in their element and 
will respond by putting on lots of new growth. 
This is where fertilization will help, as well. A 
diluted solution at watering time every couple of 
weeks is a good way to deliver extra nutrients to a 
hard working jilant. 

Transitioning time 

If plants have clearly 
become too big for their pots 
or there is more root mass 
compared to soil then you 
may consider repotting. 
Bump the plant up only one 
pot-size larger and use a 
potting mixture that reflects 
the needs of the plants. For 
instance, a succulent will 
prefer a grittier mixture that 
drains well; a gardenia will 
like a potting soil and 
compost mixture that will 
provide extra nutrients and 
retain some moisture. 

Probably the most important thing to do for our 
peaked looking plants it to take plenty of time 
transitioning them outside for the season. Do it 
slowly because the sun this time of the year is 
hotter than you think and when a plant moves from 
the filtered light of a sunny window in the 
basement to the full sun of the porch the foliage 
will get burned up in a matter of a couple of hours. 
Take several weeks to acclimate your plants to the 
direct rays of the sun. Some plants can replace 
foliage at a faster rate than others; some only do it 
once a year.. .don’t burn up these because you will 
have to wait several seasons before they can 
recover. 

All of this applies to your leafy houseplants, as 
well, although they typically require less pruning 
clean-up. If you move them out be sure to do it 
extra slowly, though. Tropical flowering plants 
typically have glossier or fuzzy foliage that can 
withstand bright light a bit better than the thinner 
foliage of plants like the peace lily and pothos. The 
average leafy houseplant will do well if it is 
located where it will get filtered light all day or 
morning sun and afternoon shade. 

I have a tendency to group plants near the water 
spigot for easy watering throughout the summer. 
If you have problems with critters digging around 
in your pots try putting pine cones, terracotta pot 
shards (a good use of broken pots) or a few 
strategically placed mid-sized stones (a good use 
of pretty stones you may have collected on our 
travels) to prevent easy scratching.

Casey’s Law gives option 
for involuntary treatment

Family members who feel helpless in trying 
to save a loved one from drug addiction do have 
an option. 

The Matthew Casey Wethington Act for Sub¬ 
stance Abuse Intervention, known as Casey’s 
Law, became effective in Kentucky on July 13, 
2004. 

The law was inspired by the death of Mat¬ 
thew Casey Wethington, who died of a heroin 
overdose at the age of 23 in 2002. 

It provides parents, families and friends a 
route to have a loved one involuntary entered 
into a drug treatment program through a court 
order. 

“Before the Casey Law, if they were of age, 
really the only way we could help in law enforce¬ 
ment is they would have to be arrested,” said 
Grant County Sheriff Chuck Dills. “The Casey 
Law allows someone to be court ordered to 
treatment without a criminal offense. The family 
would go up to the circuit clerk’s office to get 
the petition and fill it out on why they think their 
son, daughter or whatever family member needs 
help. We serve it on them and they have to abide 
by certain steps and go to a court hearing. At 
that point, the judge would hear the testimony 


and it would go from there.” 

If the court finds probable cause, two quali¬ 
fied health professional will do an evaluation to 
determine if the person should undergo treat¬ 
ment. 

Treatment options can vary depending on 
the circumstances of each individual case and 
can range from detox to intensive treatment 
through recovery. 

The length could be between 60 to 360 
days. 

The petitioner, who must find the treatment 
facility, is obligated to pay all costs incurred in 
the process as well as for treatment and must 
sign a guarantee for payment. 

While there have been some interest in Grant 
County in the Casey Law petition, Dills said it is 
not used as much as it could be. 

“I think a lot of them aren’t filling them out 
because they are embarrassed,” he said. “An¬ 
other factor is that the person who fills out the 
petition is the one responsible to pay for the re¬ 
hab if the one going can’t. So, money is another 
factor if they can’t afford it.” 

Failure to comply to the court’s order may 
place the respondent in contempt of court. 

“Most of them don’t show up for court and 
we end up getting a warrant for them,” Dills said. 
“They are so ate up with the drug.”

“I can look back now 
and see things I wish I had 
picked up on,” Ann said. 
“With pain pills, you’re nor¬ 
mal while you’re on them. 
It’s when you don’t have 
them, that you’re sick. He 
would be sick with no en¬ 
ergy and would get irritated 
real easy.” 

The expensive nature of 
pills and his growing toler¬ 
ance led Justin to go for a 
cheaper, more attainable so¬ 
lution for his fix, Ann said. 

Heroin was the next 
step. 

Ann started to notice 
a problem with her now 
30-year-old daughter, Hol¬ 
ly, when she started taking 
nerve pills. 

“She didn’t take them 
the way she was supposed 
to,” Ann said. “If one is go¬ 
ing to make you feel better, 
then two or three will make 
you feel real good. She got 
addicted to those. Then, she 
went to the heroin.” 

Ann never saw heroin in 
the house or noticed track 
marks from when Justin and 
Holly injected the drug. 

However, she gradually 
noticed behavioral changes. 

The siblings would pawn 
jewelry and other items from 
around the house. 

“We’ve always been real¬ 
ly close and they would iso¬ 
late themselves,” Ann said. 
“They were real defensive. 
My kids were never one to 
yell at me or be mad at me a 
whole lot. But, certain things 
you would say, you could 
just tell by the tone of their 
voice, they would be very 
defensive about things.” 

Looking back at photos, 
Ann said she notices, espe¬ 
cially with Holly, the weight 
loss she went through. 

Ann admits looking 
past clues too much as she 
desperately did not want to 
come to the realization that 
her children were drug ad¬ 
dicts. 

Others might have la¬ 
beled her as a bad parent. 


“You just don’t ever think 
it’s going to happen to your 
kids,” said Ann, who regrets 
not talking to her children 
more about the dangers of 
dmgs. 

Jail and beyond 

Whenever she was suspi¬ 
cious, Ann would ask Justin 
and Holly if something was 
going on. 

“I would say something 
to them and they would say, 
‘No, Mom,’ and, I would 
want to believe them so bad 
that I would just put it out of 
my mind,” Ann said. “Then, 
they would get in trouble.” 

Justin went to jail for 
about nine months, after 
which he was released on 
parole upon completion of 
dmg rehab. 

He spent 90 days in the 
Transitions rehab center in 
Ashland and returned home 
in November 2012. 

Ann would visit him 
once a month for about three 
hours on the weekend and 
Justin could call whenever 
he wanted. 

“He was like a different 
person when he got out of 
there,” Ann said. “He told 
me while he was in there, 
‘Mom, you don’t know how 
good it feels to want to wake 
up in the morning.’ He said 
when you’re doing heroin 
all you’re thinking about is 
where you’re going to get 
your next fix and how you’re 
going to get it. You go to bed 
thinking about it and wake 
up thinking about it.” 

Since coming home, Ann 
said Justin has been doing 
his best to find a job, a dif¬ 
ficult task for someone with 
his past. 

However, he has been 
working with his dad from 
time to time as he looks for 
regular work. 

“He’s struggled,” Ann 
said. “He’s going to stum¬ 
ble, but I don’t want him to 
fall again. It’s going to be a 
struggle for the rest of his 
life.” 

Holly’s path is nearly 
identical to her brother’s. 

After several arrests, she 
was charged again while on 


probation. 

Holly, who has a 7-year- 
old son, spent about eight 
months in jail before being 
allowed to go to a rehab fa¬ 
cility. 

She is about halfway 
through a six-month stay at 
The Healing Place in Lou¬ 
isville and will be on parole 
when she gets out. 

Ann, who visits her 
daughter once a month, said 
Holly goes to meetings and 
classes starting at 5:30 a.m. 
until 9 p.m. on weekdays. 

If she attends five meet¬ 
ings on the weekends, Holly 
is able to go out within the 
county on Sundays. 

Holly was able to get a 
traveling pass to come back 
to Grant County for Easter. 

“She’s our old Holly 
again,” Ann said. “She got 
all that stuff out of her sys¬ 
tem. She’s always been a 


real jokester. It just got to the 
point where she wasn’t her¬ 
self, but she’s Holly again.” 

Lessons learned 

Through the difficulty 
she has had watching her 
kids battle addiction, Ann 
has learned a lot as well. 

Signs that Ann believes 
parents should look for if 
they are concerned about 
their children using drugs 
range from weight loss and 
sunken eyes to being defen¬ 
sive and wanting to be iso¬ 
lated. 

Low self-esteem also can 
lead people down the wrong 
path. 

“Holly is absolutely 
beautiful, but she’s never 
known it,” Ann said. “She’s 
always had a low self-es¬ 
teem. Justin is nice looking 
and has the best manners of 
anybody you’ll ever meet 
and he has the biggest heart, 


but he’s always been down 
on himself.” 

Ann also believes that it 
needs to be easier for addicts 
to get into rehab and there 
should be support groups 
for family members who are 
stmggling with living with 
addicts. 

While incarceration may 
be a means to an end, Ann 
said jail is not the answer. 

“Justin used to tell me that 
there is no way you can ever 
get away from this in jail be¬ 
cause all anybody ever talks 
about is getting out and do¬ 
ing it again,” she said. “So, 
jail is not the answer. I real¬ 
ize they have to punish them 
for things they’ve done, but 
rehab is the answer.” 

Once addicts com¬ 
plete rehab, Ann said they 
should be supported and not 
judged. 

While she understands 


the reluctance of employers, 
Ann said she wishes it was 
easier for those struggling 
to get back onto their feet to 
find steady work. 

“How would we all like 
to have the things written 
on a piece of paper that we 
did or tried when we were 
younger displayed every 
time you tried to get a job?” 
she said. “We’d all have a 
hard time getting a job.” 

The biggest lesson Ann 
learned, however, is that 
parents need to stop being 
embarrassed about their 
child’s potential dmg abuse 
and focus instead on finding 
them the help they need. 

“When our kids need 
help, get them the help,” she 
said. “It can happen to any¬ 
body. I’m not embarrassed. 
I love my kids uncondi¬ 
tionally. But, there is a big 
difference in loving them 
and enabling them. And, I 
enabled for many years. I 
didn’t mean to, but I did.” 

Sticking together 

Seeing the stmggles of 
her son and daughter has 
been heartbreaking for Ann. 

Without the love and sup¬ 
port of her husband and her 
family, Ann said she does 
not know if she would have 
made it through. 

“I would have lost my 
mind I’m pretty sure,” she 
said. “I was the closest 
I’ve ever been to a nervous 
breakdown.” 

At first, Ann wanted to 
stay in bed and sleep away 
the pain. 

When you are not awake, 
you can’t think about the 
troubles in life. 

But now, Ann said she 
doing good and ready to see 
her children through the sec¬ 
ond chance at life they have 
given themselves. 

“It’s been a huge thing 
for me to give it to God and 
know that he’s going to in¬ 
tervene and he has,” she 
said. “We’re a close family. 
We don’t give up on each 
other. We might get mad. 
We might get aggravated. 
But, we don’t give up on 
each other.”

He visited Grant County last 
week. 

Unclaimed property information 
is available on the Internet. Go to 
www.missingmoney.com, type in 
your name and there might be 
money waiting for you. 

Hollenbach said the Treasure 
Linders program has returned $76 
million since it began. 

Those who have checks coming 
to them, do not actually get the 
money on the day of the treasure 
hunt, but they are able to fill out 


paperwork to get the process start¬ 
ed. 

Hollenbach said the reason to get 
local volunteers to do the calling is 
two-fold. It saves the state money 
by using volunteers and getting a 
phone call by someone locally 
means people won’t think it’s a 
prank. 

“People are so cynical about 
government today, but when they 
get a call from somebody they rec¬ 
ognize from the community . . . 
they’re much more willing to accept 
that yes, we’re from the govern¬ 
ment, and yes, we’re really here to 
help,” Hollenbach said. 


Sometimes, he said, some recipi¬ 
ents are not enthused about filing 
out the claim.
